at the council meeting but only by the

LEGALIZING A STEAL 


The house has passed the Rivers and 


Harbors Appropriation bill, including 
provision for improvement of the Illinois 
river. 
Through a process of log rolling 


l>y which the group immediately interest- 
ed in the Illinois river project made deals 
with groups in other sections of the coun- 
try, this item was retained in the general 
bill. 


The lake states group put up a heroic 


fight against a measure which legalizes a 
diversion of more than 8.000 cubic feet 
of water per second from Lake Michigan, 
but it was beaten. 
If the bill is passed 


by the senate, it will mean legalization, 
so far as congress is able, of a steal of 
double the amount of water from Lake 
Michigan authorized by the war depart- 
ment. Furthermore, congress is authoriz- 
ing this diversion for an altogether in- 
ferior waterway undertaking without so 
much as inquiring into, the charges of the 
lake states that withdrawal of water by 
the city of Chicago is a major factor in the 
lowered lake levels that have resulted in 
critical injury to navigation and great 
economic losses to the largest shipping in- 
terests of America. 


We do not know whether this iniqui- 


tous scheme can be put through the sen- 
ate or not. 
It begins to look as though 


the politics of the country had degener- 
ated to the point where it may be. If so. 
1he lake states are without relief, unless 
the supreme court intervenes. It is hard 
to understand how congress can approve 
legislation in behalf of comparatively pet- 
ty local interests, at the sacrifice of na- 
tional interests of so important a charac- 
ter as embodied in the Great Lakes and 
nil tlify mean to the economic, industrial 
and commercial life of the countrv.

WORKING FOR US 


The greatest value of history lies in 


the ability to learn from the experiences 
of others and in that sense it is far from 
being "all bunk" as described by a fam- 
ous automobile manufacturer. 


Several of the nations of Europe in 


stepping out along theoretical lines as dis- 
linguish«*d from practical ones have with- 
in recent years furnished results that, 
should not be lost upon the rest of the 
world. 
Whether we agree with thp ex- 


periments or not, the experiences of these 


nations furnish valuable data to guide our 
own actions- 
t 


The express and primary principle un- 


derlying the present Russian government 
is Ihe arbitrary rule of but one class of 
people directed by self-choson autocrats. 
Such principle is no different than that of 
the ezarist government only that a differ- 
ent class is at the helm. Tho result must 
eventually be the same. 
Kussia is not 


the lirst to try the experiment. 
France 


tried it a hundred and thirty-five years 
ago and sickened at the sight of the blood, 
the cruelties, the stark immorality and ir.c 
inefficiency that resulted. 
Perhaps the 


greatest danger in the experiment is that 
after the people tire of it they will rush 
into the arms of any form of government 
which may as likely be as bad as the one 
whose yoke they destroy. 


Italy has furnished a lesson to the 


world 
of«. a slightly different nature. 


There, following the war. liberty was giv- 
en its most extreme meaning, socialism 
its greatest freedom of action. The result 
was a fearful lack of efficiency, starvation 
among the masses, misery and disorder. 
With the desire to be rid of the multitude 
of objectionable features of a government 
that talked and did nothing else, the Itali- 
an people rushed into the arms of a dic- 
tator who. if we overtook flamboyant 
speeches and kai-^eristic sword clanking, 
has accomplished much for his nation. Al- 
most his first edict was to discharge about 
forty thousand unnecessary 
employees 


which the socialists had foisted onto the 
national railway system of Itah- which be- 
longs to the government, and with the re- 
sult that the Italian railways have im- 
proved in service without showing the tre- 
mendous deficit the government had for- 
merly to make up through taxation of the 
general public. 
In fact if we forget the 


fact that it is run by a dictator through 
self-appointed assistants and with which 
the people themselves have nothing to do. 
Italy has imprm ed in every phase of its 
national life. 


England too has added to the world's 


store of knowledge in her recent general 
strike. 
She demonstrated quite clearly 


we believe that when economic conditions 
are bad. when there is little work and 
wages are low. a general strike, which us- 
ually results from some leaders losing 
their balance and their temper, never im- 
proves the situation. 
The strike also 


made plain the same result that developed 
in Boston a few years ago under some- 
what similar circumstances,—and that is 
that the great mass of the people suffer 
most from such conditions. Some of the 
strike leaders tried to intercept and de- 
stroy food supplies, little reckoning ap- 
parently that if they succeeded they were 
making it impossible for their own fami- 
lies to eat. 


And now Poland is in trouble. 
From 


this distance it would seem that the"strike 
there ib caused by somewhat the same con- 
ditions that prevailed in Italy before the 
time of Mussolini, too many legislators 
talking of conditions they do not under- 
stand and continually parading before 
mirrors. 
Since Poland has been an inde- 


pendent nation she has spent rrioie money 
rar-h year than she has taken in. 
While 


a nation may do that for a time, such a 
condition cannot be carried very far. 
If 


that sort of a government is the result of 
freedom and independence the Polish peo- 
ple are probably looking for a strong lead- 
er and less freedom. 
The struggle of the 


Polish people through the centuries for 
the national existence to which they are 
so clearly entitled has stirred the sympa- 
thy and good will of the world. 


The more that conditions in other civ- 


ili/if-d countries are studied, tho more care- 
fully tho forms of government are inves- 
tigated, the more certain comes t h e con- 
clusion that disorder rarely if over ac- 
complishes anything, that the effort to 
align class against class is an injury to ev- 
ery class and that thore aro times wlion 
the word liberty is greatly misunderstood 
and as greatly abused.

SUMMER MAY COMB \ET

increased. Persons afflicted with dry skin find then- 
wrapper looks and feels better in warm weather. Old 
skins generally are rather dry and respond kindly 
fo warm weather or warmer climate. Young skins, 
on the other hand, are likely to be more trouble- 
some itTwarrn weather or in a. warm climate, for a 
young skin is generally moist and oily enough if not 
a little too moist and a little too oily. 


As a rule young persons should make rather free 


use of soap and water, which removes not only the 
dust and grime but also the excess of oil, and es- 
pecially in the summer time. On the other hand, 
more mature persons should avoid soap and water 
as possible, especially soap, perhaps using 
some 


bland oil or freshly made cold cream instead of soap 
and water, particularly for the face, and especially 
in the winter 
time when the skin is driest and 


hardest. 
The natural abundance of sebum or oil in 
the 


youthful skin is the reason why young 
persons 


should avoid also the use of creams or other oily 
or greasy cosmetics. 
A common complaint in warm weather is "scald- 


ing." a rawness, redness and soreness which occurs 
where opposing skin surfaces make friction. 
The 


sweat is prevented from evaporating- promptly, and 
the skin.' oil rapidly decomposes when no air reaches 
the skin surface, with the formation of irritating 
fatty acids, which help the retained sweat to mac- 
erate the epidermis, which is worn off by friction, 
leaving practically a burned or scalded raw surface. 
"Scalding" is the sensible name for it, but do not be 
alarmed if the doctor calls it eczema intertrigo. 


One subject 
to 
such 
scalding 
should gently 


cleanse the affected surfaces with warm water and 
soap twice daily, rinsing all the soap away with 
clear water, then drying without friction. If 
the 


skin is just reddened, but not yet macerated 
or 


raw, it should be freely sprinkled with plain talcum 
or belter zinc stearate powder, or with cornstarch 
powder. 
If the skin is macerated or raw 
the 
powders 


should not be used. The raw surface requires more 
protective dressing, say with fresh zinc oxide oint- 
ment spread upon muslin. Of course the less activ- 
ity the less friction while such a dressing Is worn. 


In any case of scalding it is well to make use of 


every opportunity to permit the affected surface to 
be bathed by the air.
